Rome “to prevent its destruction.’’

The liberation of the Italian capital

have deterio rated steadily ever since.

full po wer o f Am erican pro ductio n was reached, 
the certainty o f axis defeat fixed itself upo n the 
natio ns o f the wo rld. 
The struggle fo r Ro me has been a pro tracted, 
difficult and bitter campaign o ver the mo st fo rm id­ 
able terrain o n the co ntinent o f Eur-'pe. 
L ibera­ 
tio n o f the Eternal city, in all its significance to 
Euro pean culture and civilizatio n, presents the 
added sim ple fact that the Germ an arm y, w ell- 
trained and w ell-equipped, nevertheless, can be 
beaten, and beaten badly by direct attacks. 
In tho se early ho urs o f allied o ccupatio n o f the 
Italian capital, dispatches did no t reveal to w hat 
extent ancient Ro me has been dam aged. 
T hat in ­ 
fo rm atio n necessarily will fo llo w. 
It appears fro m 
the first repo rts that, to so me extent, Ro me has 
escaped the nazi dam age visited upo n ancient 
Naples.

In New Yo rk City last week, 60 investm ent 
ho uses in affiliatio n underto o k refinancing o f the 
bo nded debt o f the Co nsumers Public Po wer dis­ 
trict, aggregating $41,533,000. 
The average interest rate o ver the entire life 
o f the bo nds is 2.17853. This co m pares to the pres­ 
ent interest charge o f 3.46 per cent, and m eans an 
annual savin# o f $415,000. 
The develo pm ent pro jects two facto rs o f co n­ 
cern to the peo ple o f N ebraska in co nnectio n w ith 
the pro gram o f publicly-co ntro lled electrical fa­ 
cilities. 


Obvio usly, Co nsum ers’ reco rd in the few brief 
years o f o peratio n, in m eeting bo th interest and 
principal paym ents, has been such as to co m mand 
respect amo ng the investm ent ho uses. 
Otherwise, 
no t even the present cheap mo ney m arket, the 
cheapest mo ney m arket in Am erican histo ry, co uld 
have bro ught o ut a refinancing o ffer representing 
such a co nsiderable saving in interest charges. 
Co nsumers no t o nly has m et its o bligatio ns 
pro m ptly, but it has been able to m ake paym ents 
in lieu o f taxes in the sam e m easure that the 
privately-o w ned co mpanies did to the po litical 
subdivisio ns o f go vernm ent, and to build up such 
reserves as to engender co nfidence. 
It means that ultim ate liquidatio n o f the dis­ 
trict’s debt can be mo ved fo rw ard. • 
Equally im pressive is the fact that altho ugh 
banking ho uses expressed do ubt, the fear that refi­ 
nancing co uld be undertaken under co m petitive 
bidding was gro undless.

Two Am erican chemists have succeeded in pro ­ 
ducing 
quinine 
said 
to be o f the exact ato mic 
gro uping as that m ade fro m the bark o f the 
cincho na tree, no w gro wn principally in the Dutch 
East Indies. 
It is no t a substitute, such as atabrine 
and o thers, fo und to be no t exactly satisfacto ry 
but real quinine, reco gnized as the best kno wn 
co m batant o f m alaria. 
This disco very may mean 
jo y to the w o rld at large, but mo re grief fo r the 
Dutch. 
Tho se m etho dical and persevering peo ple 
to o k fro m So uth America three pro ducts which the 
Latins o f th at co ntinent had to large extent neg­ 
lected. and m ade them “the w ealth o f the Indies.” 
These vcere co ffee, rubber and quinine. 
There pro bably always will be a m arket fo r 
such co ffee as Java pro duces, but if synthetic rub­ 
ber can be m ade as go o d and as cheaply as that 
m ade fro m the tree, there can be no do ubt that 
it will replace the natural afticle, so th at the 
peo ple o f Am erica and Euro pe will no t be re­ 
quired to transpo rt their raw m aterials o ver vast 
distances. 
If this essential drug, quinine, tan be 
pro duced in quantities and as cheaply as that 
m ade fro m the bark o f the cincho na tree, it will 
be m ade right here in the U. S. A. 
It will take 


a lo ng time, ho wever, to put it into quantity pro ­ 
ductio n.

tho se co nditio ns no lo ss w'o uld be 
paid. So far as we kno w, there is 
no such clau.se in any insurance 
po licy. It, therefo re, wo uld be a 
co ntract between the insurer and 
insured. The insurance co mpany, 
therefo re, wo uld be liable fo r any 
lo .sses suffered under the co ndi­ 
tio ns m entio ned. It is quite true 
that the rates are based o n the 
quality and quantity o f fire fight­ 
ing equipm ent and if the fact that 
a fire departm ent left a city o r 
village entirely w itho ut pro tcc^- 
tio n, and a fire did o ccur while 
they were go ne, insurance co m- 
panie.s no do ubt wo uld require a 
re-rating o r m ight cancel o ut the 
insurance in that co m m unity. But 
in no event co uld they legally re­ 
fuse to pay a claim. I believe this 
sho uld be co rrected in yo ur daily 
co lumn so that there shall be no 
m isndcrstanding.

One o f the prersislent rum o rs 
o f the co untry side is abo ut the 
hum an baro m eter who can tell 
w'hen it’s go ing to rain by the 
way his sciatica starts to act up.

If yo ur tulin bulbs have been 
planted mo re than tw’o years, yo u 
really sho uld lift them this year 
and sto re them in a co o l, dark 
place in yo ur basem ent. Yo u w’ill
